Vho basic principle of the new law

This Is to be accomplished through 
chain of regional reserve banks, or 
reservoirs of roserves," In which nil 
)ank8 shall deposit a stated part of 
ho money th6y are required to hold 
IS rcBorves. 

Under the new syatem. when a 
financial nurry comes tho banks can 
take commercial paper, such aa notes, 
drafts and biUa of exchange, to these 
"reservoirs," and secure the use of 
their own reserves, or, if necessary, 
even the reserve of other banks, by 
depositing this security. 

The new regional banks "vvlH ^ r 
celve about one-half of the bank, r 
serves of the country. They In tur 
will be permitted to loan back to' t 
banks all but 35 per cent, of the 
rceervoB, so that In case of emergen 
millions of cash can bo brought 
Into circulation quickly. 

The banks will have to pay for thes 
Joans, however, as individuals have to' 
pay for a loan from any local bank, 
and this charge is expected to prevent 
the too frco use of the reserves hold

Tho Roman Catholic 
church also lost two of its most ven- 
erable cardinals, OrogUa, dean of tho 
sacred college, and Rampolla, onco 
secretary at tho Votican and who 
would have been i>ope Instead of Plus 
X had not the emperor of Austria vot- 
ed against him. 

In the United States political de- 
velopmeute have been extremely In- 
teresting, but not startling. Every- 
thing seems to have gone tho way of 
the Democrats. Democratic victories 
were won last November in New York 
city, the state of Now Jersey and 
Btato of Massachusetts. Congress has 
imesed the currency bill, and the bank- 
ing Interests of the country are ad- 
justing themselves to It. 

As alarmed as high finance may 
have been when It was learned that 
, President Wilson believed In Sherman 
law ahould be "clarified," business and 
< financial interests havo apparently be- 
come convinced that the presldent'e 
attitude Is not one of opposition, but 
rather an attitude in which he would 
consult and confer with business and 
finance to remedy evils generally ad- 
mitted to exist. / 

Doings In Mexico. 
South of the Rio Grande dovelop- 
ments havo been startling and rapid. 
Tho year 1913 saw In Mexico the as- 
sassination of President Francisco Ma- 
dero. Vice-President Pino Suarez and 
Guata%*o Madero, brother of the presi- 
dent, the usurpation of the presidency 
les-.— Vtctoiiano Huerta, 'T)008ted 
Into that position by General Felix 
Diaz. Then came tho rupture between 
Diaz and Huerta. with the practical 
banishment of Diaz. Later* in 1913 
came the rise of Venuatlano Carranza, 
leader of the constitutionalists In the 
north of Slexico, with tho result that 
the powerful northern etatea of Mex- 
ico are now under his control. Scarce- 
ly had Carranza become famous than 
Francisco "Panciio" Villa, former ban- 
dit, with a price on his head, leaped 
into the limelight as a rebel leader 
serving Carranza, and it is now ques- 
tioned whether Carranza or Villa Is 
the stronger In the leadership of the 
tonstltutlonallst forces, 
; In its relations with Mexico the 
tTnlted Stales has stood firm. Early 
^n his administration President Wilson 
announced his determination to wlth- 
iiold recognition from the Huerta ad- 
ministration, and although much 
pressure haa been brought to bear, 
the president has refused to change 
his attitude. Efforts have been made 
to induce Huerta to retire and allow a 
,/ fair and honest election, without re- 
Gult. Today tho United States haa a 
heavy armed force at the border and 
an Impressive array of battleships oft 
the coast 
There h(ive been several marriages

]rkey the commander-in-chief of the 
tqmati-forcea in the Balkan wars, 
fver Bey, was aloln on February 17. 
This was followed soon after by the 
nssasfllnatlon of Nazim Pasha, Turkish 
' prfemler. Turkey and Mexico appear 
to 'havo been contending with each 
other for honors In the lino of asaas- 
sinatlon. with Mexico slightly In the 
lead. 

Europoa^i affairs have gtine along 
rather as usual, barring a few extra 
startling outbursts by suffraglsta In 
England, BiicU as tho senaatlonal sul- 
cldo of tho young suffragette who 
throw herself before the king's horse 
In the derby and was killed. Politi- 
cally England has been In a furor, 
\Vhlch, however, Is nothing out of tho 
ordinary. The year haa seen the very 
remarkable -"rebellion" of Ulster, un- 
der the direction of Sir Edword Car- 
, flon, and tho organization of an "army" 
of Ulatermonlo resist enforcement of 
the liome rule-blU should It pass par- 
liament. \ , 

England has also had Its ahare of 
labor iroub(ee. There have been large 
Btrikea at homo and in Ireland, not- 
ably the Dublin riots, led by Jim Lar- 
kln. Air of the BMrbpean powers havo 
eo?j(<ba 88 heretofore in the construc- 
^n'^^r battleships, and the "armed 
camp" policies of Germany, England,

In the Far East. 

In the far east several things of mo- 
ment occurred in 1913, among them 
tho Chinese rebellion and establish- 
mnnt of a republic, and in Japan tho 
death of the .Mikado and the bucccs- 
aion of his son and the antl-Amorlcan 
demonstratlona and riota aa a result 
of the adoption of the anti-alien land- 
owning law In California. 

In tho realm of science and explora- 
tion there have been but few develop- 
ments that could positively bo deaig- 
nated na hlatory-creatiug. 

The discovery of the south pole and 
tho dlsaator to tho Scott expedition 
both occurred in 1912, although tho 
fate of Captain Scott was not made 
known to tho world until 1913. Dr. 
Fredrich Franz Frledmann, discover- 
er of a "cure" for tuborculosl.s, made 
hia appearance In 1913, but tho value 
of Dr. Friedmann'a "cure," and other 
"cures" for tliat dread disease an- 
nounced at about the samo time, are 
very much open to doubt. Groat atrldea 
have undoubtedly been made In tho 
treatment of cancer, but no positive 
cure has yet been discovered, although 
much haa been learned about tho value 
of radium. 

Aviation la progressing rapidly. 
Much attention to aeronautics haa 
been paid by tho various European 
governments from a military stand- 
point, but no moans of making acro- 
planlng anywhere near safe have yet 
been discovered. Franco has organized 
and trained a military aviation corps 
that would unquestionably be of great 
value in case of war, and Germany 
haa devoted m\ich time and money to 
dirigible ballooning. Tho United 
States has apent some f50,000 during 
tho year In military experiments In 
aviation. 

Tho number of deaths resulting from 
aviation has not been eapeclally large. 
Aviatora have died, just as aviators 
died In 1912, and Germany suffered a 
number of disastrous accidents to Zep- 
pelin dirigible balloons. Many of tho 
accidents of aeroplanes resulted from 
fancy exhibition flying and military 
experiments. The year 1913 saw the 
first aeroplane flight over tho Panama 
canal. 

On the Panama Canal. 

In Panama great developments have 
taken place. October 10 last saw the 
dynamiting of Gamboa dike, being the 
removal of practically the last serious 
obstruction in the big ditch. Tho ca- 
nal is now almost completed, so far aa 
a trans-continental waterway Is con- 
cerned, although not yet prepared for 
tho passage of steamers from ocean to 
ocean. Work has also been begun on 
tho buildings and grounds for tlio great 
Panama-Paclflc International exposi- 
tion, to bo held in San Francisco In 
1915. as a celebration of tho formal 
opening of the Panama canal. In this 
connection It may be mentioned some 
alight international ill feeling may 
have been cauaed by the refuaal of tho 
Brltlah and Gernmn government to 
participate omdaliy In tho San Fran- 
cisco exposition. German and Eng- 
lish mePcharits, however, will talte part 
on their own accounts. 

Tho United States may congratulate 
itself that, barring the case of Hans 
Schmidt, tho New York priest, there 
have been few gruesome and startling 
murders during the year. 

Now York state furnished tho most 
sensational bit q\ local politics of the 
year In the impeachment and removal 
of Gov. William Sulzer, followed by 
Sulzer's nomination by Progressives 
and election to the state assembly. 

In the world of sports the United 
States still stands supreme. In addi- 
tion to humbling the British polo cup 
challengers, the United States further 
shocked Johnny Bull when Francis 
Oulmet, the youthful golf wonder, 
walked away from the English experts 
In the national open golf championship 
at Brookllne, Mass., and by the win- 
ning of tho International Davis tennis 
cup. America's supremacy In sports 
was further recognized during the year 
when King Gustavo of Sweden pre- 
sented the American athletea with the 
medals and trophies won at the Olym- 
pic games In Stockholm In 1912. Tho 
sporting world suffered a shock, how- 
ever, when It was learned that "Jim" 
Thorpe, the famous Carlisle Indian 
athlete really belonged in the clasal- 
flcatlon of "professional." He volun- 
tarily renounced the trophies ho had 
won as an amateur In the Olympic 
games.

Arranaemofit of Central Building With 
Basement That May Bo Used as j 
Incubator Room. 

An arrangement for a central build- 
ing on n largo poultry plant may bo 
made which shall provide quarters for 
tho poultryraun. If unmarried, an of- 
flco and shipping room for tho business 
and a basement to bo used as an In- 
cubator room. A building of this kind 
In uao has proved well adapted to Its 
purposea. Tho ground on which it Is 
situated slopes to the east ^nd the 
building is sot Into the bnnk. 

,Tho walla of tho basomont In this 
caao are made of stone on three sides 
|ind of brick on tho east sldo which la 
tlio front of tho Incubator room. In 
this end are a door and a largo win- 
dow. There are four cellar windows, 
two on tho south sldo and two on tho 
north side. Tho floor of tho haeomcnt 
la of concrete and tho celling of Ore 
proof asbeatlc plaster. 

Tho main floor la. divided Into entry, 
ofilce^ basomont, stairway, bedroom 
and closet. Moro room within could 
be gained by building a porch In front, 
enclosing a vestibule and doing away 
with tho Inoldo entry. This would add 
to tho good appearance of the oxterlor- 
of the building. The position of tho' 
chimney Is such that one good stovo 
warms both rooms. If thought beat' 
the main floor could bo planned to give 
a fair sized oillco and two bedrooraa 
thua accommodating the poultryman 
and an assistant If tho size of the plant 
warrants this arrangement. If bo de- 
sired the chlmnoy may be constructed 
to contain a ceparato fluo with open- 
ing near tho floor of tho basement foi* 
extra ventilation of tho Incubator 
room. Thcro Is no question as to posi- 
tive ventilation whore a fluo thus 
passes through a building In a position 
where It will bo warmed to a degree 
of temperature higher than that of tho 
room to be ventilated. A shaft of plpo 
poBslng up close by tho warm chimney 
will answer the aamo purpose.

Central reserve city banka (New 
York, Chicago and St. Louis)— Total 
reaervo required, 18 per cent, of de- 
mand artfl 5 per cent, of lime depoa^ 
its. Sevtn-elghteentha in the regional 
reaervo banks and the remaining five- 
eighteenths In cither place the bank 
may chooso. 

Regional Reserve Banka. 
Those Immense funds of reaerves 
from "member bankB," together/wlth 
government moneya, will make up the 
depOBlta of the regional reaerve banka. 
Each of thoae banks will bJ^^Admlnls- 
tered by a board of nine directors, alx 
of whom will be elected by the banks, 
and three appointed by tho federal re- 
aervo board. 

The regional reserve banks may re* 
dlatrlct— that la, buy at a dlacount 
from Its member banka— "prlmo com- 
mercial paper" when the member 
banks dealre to convert theso assets 
Into monoy. 

Character of Paper. 
The exact terms of this Important 
provision aa to tho character of paper 
upon which the regional reaerve banks 
may furnish cash are as followa: 

"Upon tho Indorsement of any of Its 
member banks, \^th a waiver of de- 
mand notice and protest by auch 
banka, and federal (regional) reserve 
bank may dlacount notea, drafta* and 
bllla of exchange arising out of act- 
ual commercial transactions; that' la, 
notea, drafts, and bllla of exchange Is- 
sued or drawn for agricultural. Indus- 
trial or commercial purposes, or tho 
proceeds of which have been uaed, or 
are to be uaed, for such piirpoaes, the 
federal reaerve board to have the 
'Vight to determine or define the char- 
aic^r^ of the paper thus' eligible for 
dlacourt, within the meaning of thla 

act. 

Eligible for Dlacount. 

Nothing In this" act contained shall 
bo construed to prohibit such notes, 
"drafta and bills of exchange, secured 
by Btaplo agricultural producta. or oth- 
er goods, wares, or merchandlao, from 
being eligible for such discount; but 
such definition shall, not Include notes, 
drafts, or bills covering merely Invost- 
menta or Issued or drawn for the 
purpose' of carrying or trading In 
stocks, bonds or other Investment se- 
curltlea, except bonda and notes of the 
government of the United States. 

"Notea, drafts and bllla admitted to 
dlBcount under tho terms of theparn- 
grapU must have a maturity at tho 
lime of discount of not more than 90

The "Elaatlc" Element 
The new treasury notea, which aro 
to furnish tho "elaBtIc""element in tho 
currency ayatem. and to add to tho 
country's circulating money In time of 
need, will come Into use In the follow- 
ing way: \ 
• The notea will bo printed by the gov- 
ernment, with a diatlnctlvo atyle for 
each regional reaerve bank. One of 
the three dlrectora named by the fed- 
eral reserve, board for each regional 
bank will be known as the "federal re- 
aerve agent'* for that bank, and a aup- 
ply of the noloB will be placed In bla 
cualody. 

Should a regional bank desire to 
pay out more money than Its cash ro- 
Bourcos will permit, the law provides 
IhatU may put eome of Ita redlscount- 
ed commercial paper Into the handa 
of the "federal reserve agent," and re- 
ceived In return the new treasury 
notes. 

For each note that It puts out Into 
circulation, tho regional reserve bank 
must'set aside In gold 40 per cent, of 
the value of the note as a guarantee 
for Ita redemption. This gold, with 
the commercial paper held by tho 
"federal reaerve agent," Is the pro- 
tection behind the new money; but 
these notes will also be guaranteed by 
tho government and may be redeem- 
ed In gold In the United Stotes treas- 
urj', 

Reaerve Required. 

Each regional bank, under the act, 
must keep a reserve of 35 per cent, of 
the deposits It has received, bealdos 
the 40 per cent, gold.rcaerve behind 
the treasury notes It iBsues. If the 
gold reserve behind the notea falla be- 
low 40 per cent, a heavy tax la Im- 
poaed on the bank, which In^turnadda 
the tax to the rate It charges member 
banka for rediscounts. This was de- 
signed to stop an over-expanBlon -of 
currency. In times of'audden atress 
tho federal reaerve board can auspend 
theae reaervo provisions, In order to 
rurnlsh quick relief to any commu- 
nity. 

One regional bank cannot again pay 
out the notes of another, except under 
a heavy tax. These notea are expect- 
ed to return to the regional banka and 
be withdrawn from ^circulation when 
the need of their use passes. 
Take Up Bonds. 
None of tho existing forms of cur- 
rency except the national bank notea 
will bo disturbed by tho new law. Tho 
United States bonds, now uaed to se- 
cure the Issue of uatlonal bank notes, 
are to be taken up at the rate of 525,. 
000,000 a year by the regional re- 
serve banka and now treasury notes 
or short term three per cent, bonds 
will take their place. National bank 
currency la expected gradually to re- 
tire. 

The federal reaerve hoard will exer- 
clpe final control over the entire op- 
eration of- the ayatem. It can compel 
ono regional hank to loan to another 
In time of need; can auspend nllTO- 
Btrlctlona surrounding the reserves 
which regional banks must hold, and 
can remove directors of regional r^ 
Borve banka whenever It la believed 
necessary. 

Banks In Control. 
While the banks retain control of 
the boards of the regional reaerve 
banks, their connection with the fed- 
eral reserve' board Is only through 
an advisory council, made up of ono 
roproBontatlve from each federal re- 
serve district. Thla council will meet 
In Washington to confer with the fed- 
eral reaerve board "on general busl- 
noBB condltloha" and to make recom- 
mendatloua and suggeatlona concern- 
ing dlacount rates, note laauea, and re> 
serve conditions. 

An lippprtaut change In national 
banking meihoda embraced In the new 
low will permit all national hanks ex- 
cept those In New York, Chicago and 
St. Loula to make direct loana on five 
year farm mortgagea up to 25 per cent, 
of Uielr capital and aurpluB. or up to 
one-third of their tlnie deposits. 

Another provision In the law per* 
ralta national banka haying a capital 
of $1,000,000 or more to open foreign 
branchcB. Similar authority la given 
to the regional reBervo banka, the■pu^ 
pose being to facilitate the develop- 
ment of American trade abroad.

/\ F all the tiiousanda of letters that arrive In the White House mall bags, the 
U moat unuaual arrived several daya ago from Wichita. Kan. II has no 
wxitten addreaai The sender, however, sketched on the face of tho envelope a 
good likeness of President Wilson, together 
with certain symbola Indicating ita destlnaUon. 
Tho clerks of tho railway mall service had no 
difficulty In deciding where it waa to go, and 
sent It to tho Washington poatoffice. When it 
reached, hero It waa aerit to the White Houbo.. 
The president amlled when he aawMl. but made 
no comment. Who sent the letter Is a mystery. 
There was nothing Insldo. although the en- 
velope waa marked "personal." Several years 
ago, when Theodore- Kooaevelt was president, 
n Blmllar letter was received at the White 
House, it had no written address, hut merely^ 
a pair of large oye-glasaes dnd a aet of prom-,, 
Inent teeth, which had been made popular by 
the cartoonlata. Its ^detlnatlon was plain and 
it arrived at the White Houae without delay. 
The directions In the loiter to President Wilson read, when the "picture wrlt^ 
Ing" was tionslated, "Woodrow Wllaon. Care of Uncle Sam, United S tatea of 
America." 
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As THE boat pointed Its nose to- 
ward the city, the solitary man 
at the prow turned his back 
on freedom and gazed longing- 
ly at the graystono penitentiary, 
"Which seemed to be slipping away 
from him and growing smaller and 
coder ns distance lent the enchant- 
ment or perspective to his loneliness.

He shivered as the boat docked, and 
then took a long breath as he walked 
np the gangplank and out Into — was 
this freedom striking terror to his 
soul? Why was he trembling? He 
was free at last, but free to do what? 
^^ree to kill himself before he starved 
to death, free to wander the uncom- 
panionable streets and gaze upon the 
happiness that showed itself In the 
f^Ces of fugitive passers-by. 
--<" He was only free to go anywhere;

It Is 
IntoresUng to note that the carrying 
capacity of the average Illinois pas- 
ture Is two-thirds of a head per acre. 
The carrying capacity of Uio average 
pasture land of Scotland Is three times ' 
.'aa much, or two h^ead per acre. 

In 1910 Great Britain and Ireland 
spent for fertilizers |10,802.83C In ad- 
dition to what \i-aa produced at home. 
There is no single speclflc for low 
yields. Soil must have good* tillage, 
good drainage, systematic cropping, 
liming s'ufflclently often to keep the 
soil sweet, and organic matter, sup- 
plied by green manures and barnyard 
jnanures. and available plantfood to 
supplement that wherein tho soli 
is weak, and to meet the spo- 
clr^ needs of tho crops which 
are to be grown upon the soil. Only 
by such careful and all-Inclusive meth- 
ods can the best results be obtained, 
either In yield or quality of crops. A 
saving majority of European farmers" 
have learned the truth of these facts 
and have guided their operations ac- 
cordingly. As a ctinsequence they are 
held up as models for American farm- 
ers who would attain unto their sue 
cess.

INTERESTING FARM YIELDS 

The United Slates Year ^llook of 
1912, records that Germany has pro- 
duced 31.3 bus. of wheat per acre as 
an average yield for the last three 
years. The five' northeastern states 
of this country. Including Maine. New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts 
and New York, during the same time, 
have produced an .average acre yield 
of 23.9 bus. of wheat, while the five 
central states, which Include Illinois. 
Ohio. Indiana, Iowa. Missouri, have 
grown only H.5 bus. of wheat per 
acre. 

.These Interesting differences in 
crop yields again occur in tho oat 
yields of the same areas. For the 
same period, as mentioned for wheat. 
Germany has pro*luced 51 , bus. of, oata 
per acre. The five northeastern statea 
have produced' 3C.6 bus. oats per acre, 
while the five central states have pro- 
duced 34,4 bus. of oats per acre. 

Although the yield per- acre of 
wheat and oats in the Ave norlheaat- 
em states are considerably less than 
that of Ocr;i;nny. ;ind although tho 
yield of theso cereals in the northeast- 
ern statea is considerably greater than 
that of the more fertile areas of the 
middle wdst, yet the yield ef none of 
the crops show such marked differ 
ences ns do those of potatoes. As an 
average of the years 1910-1012 Inclu- 
Blvc, Germany has produced 186.3 bus. 
potatoes per acre. The flvo north- 
eastern states have harvested a crop 
of 124.5 bus. potatoes per acre, while 
tho live central states on land which 
ia usually rated much mora fertile, 
has grown only 79.5 bus. potatoes per 
acre. , 

The Important Reasons for the DIf. 
forence In Yield. 

Germany, nrfd to a large extent tho 
five northeastern states of this coun- 
try, as well as certain sections of the 
middle west, havo learned tho great 
value of IntonaivG methods of agri- 
culture. Good drainage of soil is sup- 
plemented by careful tillage, and fet^ 
tillty-bnlnnclng to such an extent that 
tho yields mentioned above have been 
produced. Forlnstanco, in 1910, Ger^ 
many used almost G.OOO.OOO tons of 
fertilizers. For the same year, Amer- 
ica on 13 times tho area, used only 
«.500,000 tons of this avaiiablo plant 
food. While Germany was using 
6,000,000 tons of fertilizers, tho 
five northeastern state's used 607,. 
000 tons, and the llvo central 
fltaLes, on ^a much larger area, used 
only 470.G85 tons; or staled more 
plainly. Germany applied 146 lbs. of 
fertilisers to the cultivated acre; the 
five northeastern states of this coun- 
try, applied 07 lbs, per acre, while' tho 
five central states applied only 8 lbs. 
of available plant food pier acre. Judg- 
ing from tho enormous yields pro- 
duced in Germany, and tho largo 
yields obtained In tho eastern states, 
as compared with those obtained in 
the middle western states, this addi- 
tion of plant food was made at a groat 
profit

Mr. S 
determined to co-operate with 
County Agriculturist of Oneida , 
ty, Mr. E. L. Luther. In growing 
one-half acre plots, side by side, o 
field o; fairly uniform fertility, 
one-half acre he applied a 
amount of suitable plant food, wh 
to the other-one-half acre no 
ditional plant food was added. ' 
same seed potato stock was used 
both acres, and tho same preparati 
of. seed bed and crop cultivation w 
practiced on both areas. 

During Uio growing -season. -M 
Scott observed that the one-half ac 
which received fertilizers ' made 
moro rapid and even growth than th 
other one-half acre, but the great dl. 
ference was evident when it came t 
digging tho crop. 

The virgin soil produced 300 bushel 
per aero of potatoes of fair quulityj 
whllo the acre which received the fer- 
tiiizor. produced 470 bushels per aVo 
of excellent stock.

What Fertilizers Are and Do. 
The use of fertilizers has been un- 
necessarily complicated in this coun- 
try for various reasons. ''First of all, 
the American farmer— especially the 
farmer of the middle weet— Is slow 
to admit that hts fertile soil needs fer- 
tilizer. 

Frequently the farmer has miscon- 
strued or misunderstood tho mission 
of fertilizers. The distinct duty of fer- 
tlllzera Is to supply suitable plant 
food to the Infant plant. Fed on this 
sulUible plant food, the little plant 
makefl a thrifty, vigorous sUrt In life 
reaching out and laying hold of uqI 
available plant food which hi stored 
In almost unlhnlted supply In tho solL 
There seems to have been a vague 
.puporstitlon Instilled In the mlnOi of 
some farmers against the use of fer- 
tilizers. Now. plant food la thl» 
form is Juflt plant food. Then* Is no- 
xnystery about it If It Is good prac- 
tice to feed the plant with nitrogen, 
phosphoric acid and potash, In the 
form of stable manure, it is also good 
practice to give it the same plant food 
from fertilizers, since the forms of the 
plant food are identical before the 
plant can take them up.
